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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 1/10/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the Enjoji et al in view of Cargnelli fails to teach or 
disclose one of more thermoelectric layers adjacent to at least a portion of one or more 
fuel cell assemblies or utilizing one or more thermoelectric layers to control the 
temperature of one or more fuel cell assemblies in contact with the thermoelectric layer. 
The examiner disagrees because Cargnelli discloses a thermoelectric generator "101" 
that is adjacent to the fuel cell stack "301" that produces heat that is transferred by the 
heat exchanger to the fuel cell stack. Therefore, the thermoelectric generator is at least 
in thermal contact with the fuel cell stack (See column 8, lines 41-43). 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the motivation to 
combine is found in the Cargnelli reference which is to heat the fuel cell stack by using 
the thermoelectric generator which includes a thermoelectric element that is a Peltier 
module (See column 8, lines 41-43). 
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Claim 12 is amended to include the limitation "fuel cell assembly in contact with a 
thermoelectric layer" instead of "fuel cell assembly adjacent to a thermoelectric layer". 
This changes the scope of the claim. Therefore, the amendment raises new issues that 
require further search and consideration. 
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
